Our left army, since Tuesday 
night was continuously attacking the enemy posted near the rail- 
way within ten miles north of Yentai. The central column of oar 
left army, after repulsing the enemy's strong force, occupied Lantz- 
dries, five miles northwest of Yentai on Wednesday afternoon, cap- 
turing sixteen guns. Thereupon we' immediately pursued, the ene- 
my retreating in disorder. We captured four more guns. During the 
pursuit, the enemy twice made a desperate counter attack, but wa* 
each time repulsed with heavy losses. The right column of our left 
army, while pursuing the enemy near Shilihs, captured five gun« 
and five ammunition wagons."

The significance of this dispatch can. only be reaped when it is 


shown by comparison of reliable maps that the Japanese are facing 
the Russians in a line across about seventy-five miles of difficult 
country and that the great attempt of the Russians to cut the Imes 
of Kuroki's communication with supplies coming from the Yalu 
river has been defeated. The Russians sent a force to Pensiho to 
cat these communications. Pensiho is a town thirty-five miles due 
east of Liaoyang and is on the road over which all of Kurokts 
supplies would have to pass. This point is directly vn Kurokis 
rear 
From here one road runs through Motien Pass to Liaoyang 


while another goes northward through very difficult country to 
Muk'den, traversing the mountains in which the Yentai coal mines 
are located.

Confidence in Governor carter and 


his administration of affairs In the Ter- 
ritory was the'keynote of the reasons 
which Charles W. Booth gave last 
night at the meeting of Republicans 
in Pauoa for hto conversion from the 
Democratic to the Republican party.

SPEEDY JUSTICE. 


v . Scant -two weeks from the day be 


killed 8. E. Damon, Jose Miranda was 
sentenced to be hanged and it is prob- 
able that he will die within the month. 
Thin, m justice of the English pattenj. 
Indeed aonie English cases, rendwnea 
tot their celerity have taken twice as 
long; In the instance of Mrs. Dyer, 
who murdered many children, It took 
4hirty-seyen days to find an indict- 
-ment, two days more to bring the case 
to trial, fourteen minutes to get a Jury, 
two days to try the case, five minutes 
to get a verdict, fifteen minutes to pass 
-sentence and three weeks more for the 


Mrs. Dyer suffered t£e penal- 


ty of her "crime Sixty-three days after. 
it was discovered. About the same time 
' the American method was exhibited In 


' 
the case of Durrant at San Francisco. 
It was 104 days after the arrest or 
Durrani when the selection of Jurors 
was begun. It took thlrty-eighj days 
to get a Jury and it was sixty days 
later when the Jury brought In the 
verdict that sentedffed the murderer of 
Blanche Lament tf> the gallows. Then 
the case lingered along for a year be- 
lore it reached the Supreme Court and 
the execution did not take place until 
nearly three years had elapsed from 
the time of Blanche Lament's disap- 
pearance.

In ordinary cases of mur- 
der Justice resumed its snail's pace; 
and lately in San Diego county, Gal., 
the spectacle has been afforded of a 
jnurderer being hanged between seven 
and eight years after he had com- 
mitted a capital crime. tthe case was

technicalities ; the delay was a travesty 
4>h Justice and an encouragement to 


xadmllar crimes, 
In Hawaii it is thought that the near- 


er we approach the English system 
which puts more stress on the protec- 
tion of society from murder than it 
does on the protection of murderers 
from punishment, the safer we will be 
from crimes of magnitude. Clearly the 
American system of delay and Judicial 
IJoalstance upon 
technicalities, has 


evolved a state of things far from 
BatlHfactory. The prison has eight un- 
Trang murderers and their number is 
being steadily increased. Nobody has 
seemed to fear the Infliction of the 


__snpreme penalty, especially since the 


abortive result in the Jones case. We 
agree with the public that the trial of 
the Engli^ system Is necessary to 
fcuman safety here; that it Is high 
time to adopt those summary and In- 
exorable measures which, In Great 
Britain and her colonies, have made 
capital crimes so rare.

CITIZEN LABOR IN HAWAII. 


It ought to be easy to settle the ques- 


tion of citizen labor through the Trades 
and Labor Councfl or some similar 
organization. 
Wilson & Dugrgan say

they will pay citizen labor, for 


•work on Maul, h to *1.25 per day and 
more in special cases. Citizen laborers 
•who apply to this firm say that they 
can get no definite agreements as to 
work and price but are told to go to a 
certain place In Maul first and make 
their bargains afterwards. This they 
refuse to do as it would be risking 
passage money on an uncertanty. The 
laborers say that Wilson & Duggan do 
aot want to hire citizens but Japanese; 
and the only way they can get the 
latter is to demonstrate that citizens 
can't be had. By showing that in spite 
of offers of steady employment no cltl- 
xen could be got to go to Maul—that 
island itself having already failed of 
& supply—that firm would be at liber- 
ty to employ Asiatics, 


If this theory does an injustice to 


LCCAI. justice, 


Equality before -the law is a funda- 


mental principle in American ins\ltu- 
tlons and has been the keynote of 
President Roosevelt's Administration, 
not only to; theory but in practice. 
Without the steady application of this 
principle, civilization, In Its modern 
form at least, could not exist. Like 
every" other great rule of organized 
society, however, it has been often and 
grossly perverted. 
_ 
Every .human being is enutlea-to a 


iafr and impartial trial, In the ordin- 
ary course 'of Justice, and this applies 
to both criminal and'civil proceedings. 
The station of a man in life, the •In- 
fluence he has wielded; the'number of 
his friends, personal feelings in a Com- 
munity, all extraneous considerations, 
are unknown quantities In courts that 
are honestly and rightly conducted. In 
the criminal law, every man accused 
of crime is supposed to be Innocent, 
until that presumption has heen over- 
come by proot of his/guilt, beyond a 
reasonable, not a conjectural, nor hyp- 
othetical, doubt. Good.reputation -also 
is an element that, especially where 
evidence Is conflicting, but jrottstan- 
tlally In all cases, enters Into the is- 
sues under indictments that Juries are 
required to determine. 


These propositions will be fully con- 


ceded, In a broad sense, by every 
American citizen, who has a sound 
mind and has the benefit of a com- 
mon school education. But, on the 
other hand, while the "rights of every 
man should be rigidly protected and 
enforced, government is.'.essentlaj to 
the conservation of society, commun- 
ities and I nations,, and proved crime, 
•should be punished with reasonable 
promptness and with absolute Impar- 
tiality. All great writers and thinkers 
on criminal Jurisprudence unite In the 
declaration that the volume of crime 
Is reduced, not by the severity out by 
the certainty of the vindication of out- 
raged law and the Infliction of an 
adequate 'penalty. 
• .. ! 


In thla and in the latter half of the 


last century, Justice has been often 
warped and' defeated, where money 
was plentiful, by legal <ymblnations, 
of which brains, experience and a de- 
terminatiorf^o force acaulttals, were 
the controlling elements. Notable illus- 
trations of this fact have been fur-j 
nished by the artificial" or manufac- 
tured obstacles to convictions in pro- j 
secutions by the Federal Government, 
through the Postofiiee and Land De- j 
payments, designed to purify the 
public service. Not less conspicuous 
in the promotion of crime have been 
frequent examples of the failure of 
murder triafsv The turbulent spirit that 
incites communities, to suppose that 
they can protect themselves by im- 
itating the violence they seek to re- 
press, is due to this cause. 


In cases of homicide, the plea of in- 


sanity has been a favorite resort It 
is perfectly true that no person, actu- 
ally Insane at the moment of the com- j 
mission of an illegal act, should be- 
criminally punished, though perhaps it 
is equally true that he should be se- 
cluded so that a repetition of the act 
would become impossible. But, It is 
not the Plea itself, which is Aquite 
legitimate, but the manner of its 'pres- 
entation, 'that offends the common^ 
sense of mankind and disturbs 
the 


operation of Justice. 
This defence 


greatly enlarges the scope of the evi- 
dence and enables many facts irrelev- 
ant to the main Issue, .and only re- 
motely tending to establish the exist- 
ence of Insanity, to be introduced into 
the record. The effect of this latitude 
is confusing, when the skill of the ad- 
vocate is brought to bear upon the 
testimony. The varying definitions of 
what constitutes the insanity that will 
relieve a defendant from penal conse- 
quences are also seriously .misleading. 
There Is an apparently irreconcilable 
conflict on this point between alienists 
and Jurists. 
Scientific alienists, like 


Maudsley, claim that there is such a 
thing as irresistible impulse or mo- 
mentary insanity, Immediately pre- 
ceded add Immediately followed by 
mental soundness. Obviously such a 
doctrine would empty the prisons and 
leave the gallows to decay. The Jurists, 
therefore, have sought for a more prac- 
tical test, and, in California and In 
other States, it has been settled that 
the test of responsibility or irresponsi- 
bility shall be the capacity or the in- 
capacity of a person who commits an 
act that, in a sane person, woujd be 
punished as a crime, to distinguish 
between right and wrong. This defini- 
tion also Is dangerous, for it IB <?asy 
to simulate Insanity in correspondence 
with that criterion. 


The greatest obstruct Ion to equal and 


exact Justice, in this connection, IB the 
hypothetical question, which Is vir- 
tually the substitution of the opinions 
of- alienists, usually compensated, for 
the Judgment of a Jury. The hypothe- 
tical question is framed by counsel, in 


an issue of insanity, which may oe a 
reality or a make-weight, the hypo- 
thetical question; not usually under- 
stood, merely tests the relatlv/ ability^ 
and plausibility of couriMl,,la *£pus»\., 
in expression and in endless elabora- 
tion, and prevents the fair adminis- 
tration of the law, which has no re- 
gard for persons and only .'seeks- 'to 
guard / society against its- criminal 
members, while fully protecting the 
essential rights of individuals. •:•' There 
can be no deviation from right,' no 
misuse' of the Jury system, hoary with 
age and wearing' the .insignia of In- 
numerable triumphs for humanity, that 
does not affront and scar civilization 
Itself, particularly in American States 
and Territories, in criminal proceed- 
ings, great latitude is necessarily al- 
lowed to the defence, but that does «>* 
Imply trial by counsel and experts in- 
s'tead of trial by Jury.

It Is possible that, by way of com- 


promise with China, the United States 
will agree to coolie immigration to its 
colonies and to this insular Territory, 
excluding it by mutual consent from the 
mainlaJncL This might satisfy the Chi- 
nese sense of fair play and It would 
surely confer a benefit upon the outly- 
ing territories and possessions .of the 
United States at no serious cost, to 
American labor. In our own opinion 
American labor would benefit by 'ithe 
admission of 50,000 Chinese to the main- 
land, but that is another and a con- 
troversial matter. 
There . can be no 


doubt that in the Philippines, Porto 
Rico, Hawaii and possibly Alaska the 
admission of Chinese In reasonable 
numbers would begin an era of develop- 
ment by which white men would be 
benefited far more than they now are. 
The Philippines and Porto Rico need 
agriculture such as Chinese create; 
and Hawaii needs cheap labor for the 
agriculture which already exists. '

The question of the war in the Far

fleet "Vladivostok, although1 lce-i>ound 
in whiter for commercial ships, can 
easily be kept open for a fleet of war 
vessels: by means of ice-breakers. 
If 


the Japanese fleet is caught-in some* 
what weakened • conditions and 
the 


Baltic ships are able ..to win a victory, 
officials here hold that other problems 
will solve' themselves, and .with Japa- 
nese communication severed, the Jap- 
anese army on the mainland will be at 
the mercy of Russia. 
. 
This boldly announced programme 


seems' to stake the whole 'Issue upon 
sea fighting. ' The Japanese ships, it 
must be remembered, have bee^ in act- 
ive service for seven months. No mat- 
ter how greatly the efficiency of the 
guns and the speed of the vessels have 
been impaired, the crews of Admiral 
Togo's ships have enjoyed the prestige 
of continuous victories, while opposed 
to thein will be a fleet of brand-new 
ships, more.or less untried, and none 
of which have fired a shot in actual 
warfare, and whose crews have-never 
yet been under fire. 


The Associated Press hears, bow- 


ever,, that Important conditions are 
attached to the programme outlined 
above. According to, this Information 
the Baltic fleet will be started lot 
the Far East but the continuation of 
the" voyage to. its destination win de- 
pend, primarily upon how the ships 
themselves stand the test of actual 
sailing, and, secondly, upon develop- 
ments in the Far East 
Should an 


go well with the squadron on the voy- 
age and Rear-Admiral Wlren be 'able 
to strike a telling blow at Admiral 
Togo, even If half his ships go to the 
bottom, the Baltic squadron win be 
hurried on with all .speed possible. If 
defects develop in the vessel! or if 
Wiren falls utterly the squadron can, 
at the worst, return and await the 
completion of other ships now build- 
ing. Nothing, it Is argued. Will be 
lost and much may be gained by the 
mere departure of the squadron; and 
the fact that it mar have to be reck- 
oned irlth later may make Admiral 
Togo wary about rinking his ships 
when th* time comta tor Rear-Ad- 
miral Wim>'« sortie, and thus rive 
the-tetter s, better opportunity to es- 
cape.

The development; of the beet sugar industry in Austria-Hun- 


gary is shown by ihe^ following figures: 
hectares were planjed to beets. In 1848 
centweights of beeti {with a sugar content of 6 per cent were pro- 
duced. In the campaign of 1853-1854 there were 106 beet sugar 
factories, working about 3,000,000 hundredweights of beets with 
a sugar content of 6.5: per cent. In the campaign 1873-1874, there 
were 244 beet sugar^fa^tories working 13,700,000 hundredweights 
of beets with a sugar/ content of 9 per cent. In the campaign of 
1893-1894} there were 2232 beet sugar - factories working 77,750,000 
metric hundredweights of beets with an average sugar content ^of 
14.8 per cent. In 1:901-1902, there were 217 beet sugar factories 
working 89,500,000 imetric hundredweights of beet with an aver- 
age sugar content of 16 per cent. 


A rather acrimonious debate has been running through various 


sugar journals for some time regarding the relative merits of Amer- 
ican and British sugar machinery* The Hawaiian Planters' Month- 
ly for August 15,1904, voices the sentiments of the American Sugar 
Industry and Beet Sugar Gazette when it declares that it has "no 
desire to enter into a fruitless discussion of the relative merits of 
the various makes and designs of sugar house machinery. So far 
the Hawaiian sugar planters and manufacturers are concerned, the 
question admits of no discussion. The modern designs of sugar 
house machinery, which long ago supplanted the British styles in 
the mills of these islands, are entirely of American construction" 
The American sugar industry has always given preference to An. 
erican machinery, and has been well satisfied with the result. And 
various writers who have taken part in the discussion, some of 
them Englishmen, have practically admitted that British manufac- 
turers have not thoroughly appreciated, as a rule, the modern re- 
quirements of highly-intensive production. 
This is not claiming 


that they are not capable, or will not do so, in the future, and if 
they do, the result will be a greater stimulation of the inventive 
faculties of American machine builders and a consequent gain to the 
sugar industry.—American Sugar Industry and Beet Sugar Gazette.

Ruins of an Ancient 


Mexican People 


Discovered. 


ixhuatlan, Mexico, Sept. 
10.—The 


discovery of the ruins of the ancient 
Otomlte captal of Teayo^in the State 
of Vera. Cruz, a month ago,. Is regarded 
'Vf: •archaeologists as an event of the 
first importance. The site of the city 
has been" sought for three hundred 
years,, ana; expedition after expedition 
had been sent Into the table lands or 
Vera Cruz tor. the purpose of locating- 
it, but without success. 


Yet, 
strange as it may seem, Teayo 


has'never been without inhabitants. 
The 
Otoroite Indians 
have never 


abandonded the seat of power of their 
ancestors, but their savage character 


a heretofore kept explorers from 


penetrating to their capital. 


Teayo was found unexpectedly; The 


discovery -was <• made by a party of 
American engineers sent out to pros- 
pect, for minerals. A friendly Otomlte 
guide wait'enabled to take them to 
Teayo by representing them to be en- 
emies of the Mexicans, which is a pas- 
port to the favor of the Otomite In- 
dians; '••-^•r••'•'.•.

For fourteen days they travelled 


through mountains almost unknown 
even to Mexicans, at times finding it 
necessary to use machetes to cut their 
way through: the jungle. While the dis- 
tance from Mexican centres was not 
great, the obstacles to travel made the 
journey one of many hardships. 


There, were'dangers from wild beasts 


to guard against, as the region abounds 
with tigers^ ;llons and large serpents, 
such as the Cuatro narices, which .the 
natives gravely, assert attains a length 
inf. thirty: feet and a girth of one foot, 
aid,, besides having the power to kill 
by constriction, is more venemous than 
the rattl'Snake.

The" ancient: Otomites, according to 


tradltlon^cpnstructeij a vast system of 
underground thoroughfares, abodes and 
vaults;; The^ subterranean works have 
been compared with the Catacombs In 
magnitude and the Cretan Labyrinth 
in.. Intricacy.^. 


The tower was said to be the key to 


the system. 
Underground chambers 


with^sculptured walls are numerous. 
Some of'the corridors have been filled 
with skeletons of victims, of religious 
rites, of criminals, of Aztecs taken cap- 
tive and executed, and of Spaniards and 
Mexicans sacrificed on the summit of 
the tower, .by the Otomltea of the last 
five hundred years. 


If the traditions of the handful of 


savages who comprise the surviving 
remnant lot the Otomite nation are 
true, the subterranean features of Teayo 
will prove of great Interest Thus, at 
a distance,of seven miles from Ixhuat- 
lan. there is an opening-in the side of 
a precipice which tradition says is the 
mouth of a tunnel that penetrates the 
seven, miles of hills and mountain? in- 
tervening between Teayo and the pre- 
cipice and was constructed for the pur- 
pose of providing the Otomites, or at 
least the imperial family, with a means 
of exit from the capital in case of 
danger. 
/ 
An attempt was made to investigate 


the tunnel many years ago by the Oto- 
mites, but water was encountered at a 
short distance from the ^ntranee. A 
party Is now being organized to make 
a second attenlpt to explore it 


Sculptures found in Teayo are said 


to show that the ancient Otomites were 
far In advance of the Aztecs and Mayas 
in art. The expressions of the human 
face aa represented on atone by Astec 
and Maya sculptors were primitive as 
compared with those wrought by the 
Otomitea. 


The foundation stones of the sacri- 


ficial tower, several of which have been 
brought to the • surface, are notable 
example* of Otomite art

At each corner of the paved area over 


the tomb stands a sculptured stone. 
One of these'stones is needle shaped 
and over eight feet high, having many 
allegorical figures, inscriptions and 
hieroglyphics. Another represents a 
prince, a third a wise man and the 
fourth'a lady of high degree minus her 
head. 


So far there is nothing to indicate 


that the ancient Otomites 'were as 
lavish as -the Aztecs "in the sacrifice of 
human beings to the gods. That hu- 
man sacrifices were made there is no 
doubt, as many an underground cham- 
ber filled with the skeletons of victims 
will attest.

The sculptures show that the Oto- j weeks have more than two member* v 


mites of antiquity pertained more near. 
ly to the white race than to the Indian, 
or chocolate- colored. The faces have 
features a great deal less Indian in 
'type than those of statues found in the 
Maya ruins of Yucatan. All the fig- 
ures show cranlums rounded and full, 
Indicating ample brain development. 


While the foreheads do not manifest 


by height any very lofty thinking, by 
breadth, in conjunction with the width 
of the temples, they impress one with 
the quickness of perception and the 
slowness'of Judgment of the race. In 
shape the eyes resemble those of Cau- 
casians more than of the Hindoos, in 
this particular differing radically from 
those of the Aztecs and relatively from 
those of the Mayas. 


The cheekbones dp not'bulge promi- 


nently. It Is, however, the nose which
